This note is primarily aimed at the newcomers to QRP who may get 
discouraged with not "getting out." For the old-timers, well... 
you've been there and done that but may smile at having had similar 
experiences. 


Last week's 40 meter propagation went from the ridiculous to the 
sublime. Late one evening, I heard a short CQ, not particularly 
strong but definitely readable. It was from another ham just across 
town. He came back to me, but gave me a RST of 339. I couldn't help 
but think "how bad can it get when I couldn't even get my 2 watt 
signal across town?" I gave him a "huge" 559 signal and later learned 
he was running about 100 watts. Ground wave propagation over the 
hills of Austin just isn't that great I guess. Hills probably have 
nothing to do with it actually. 


Then, the next night I heard XE1GTL calling CQ so I gave him a call. 
He came right back and gave me a 599, my first ever 599 on 40 meters 
with 2 watts.

Last night I returned calls to several CQ's and NO ONE heard me. 
That's just how he goes and the very thing that keeps me hooked on 
QRP. If I got 599 reports all the time, where would the fun be? 


Of course, I might have more hair on my head than non-hams my age!!!

Subj: BOW AND ARROW ANTENNA LAUNCHING 


Good morning QRP'ers, 


Got to thinking about antenna launching over the weekend and something popped 
into my head that I hadn't thought of in MANY years. Actually I had long 
thought that this was part of the brain cells that I had burned a long time 
ago, but then that's another story. 


Others have mentioned launching antennas with a bow and arrow. Most have also 
mentioned the need for caution in the down-range flight path to keep from 
hitting somebody of something. 


When I was a kid, we used to make arrows specifically for short range flight, 
like knocking a squirel out of a tree. Instead of having straight fletching 
(feathers) like a standard arrow, this arrow had fletching attached in a spiral 
around the arrow. My best recollection is that the fletching made four or five 
complete rotations around the arrow shaft in a pitch of probably one turn per 
inch. The arrow also had a very blunt rubber tip about 5/8" in diameter. This 
arrow was called a flu-flu because of the very distinct sound the spiral 
fletching made when it went through the air. It had a fairly short range and 
slow speed, at least compared to a normal arrow, and would probably be ideal 
for launching antenna line into a tree. You would probably want to use a 
fishing swivel where the line attached to the arrow because of the rotation of 
the arrow. 


Now before some smarty asks, "No!" the arrow rotation does not make for a 
circularly polarized antenna!

Report on the DXpedition to Hachijo Jima 


About Hachijo... Hachijojima is located291 km south of Tokyo. It's a 
cocoon-shaped island with an area of 70 sq. km. It's a volcanic island, 
belonging to the Fuji volcanic zone. I was going there to take a break from 
English teaching in the outskirts of Tokyo. “Why not make it a QRP 
expedition?" I thought. 


I was graciously lent a Tokyo Hy-Power HT-750 50/21/7 MHz rig by my Japanese 
elmer, Makoto JE1CLH. (He's not much of a fan of QRP, as his usual output is 
1.5kW. But he had the rig laying in his dental office/shack) . 


We left Hamamatsucho, Tokyo port at 10:30 on Wednesday night and piled on the 
ferry, a big boat with about five decks, one in the open. We took a "prime 
spot" on the upper deck out in the cool breeze, and laid out mats and settled 
in for the night's cruise, declaring our spot the best. Why would all those 
people stay inside where you can't see or feel the ocean? Well, about three 
hours into the cruise the ocean was quite rough, on the tail-end of a typhoon 
that'd missed Chiba Prefecture earlier. The ship was really rolling and 
bucking. We were wet and miserable most of the way. 


The key in a seasick situation, says Jim, is to not stare at anything, 
because that's what stimulates the inner ear and gives the sensation that 
you're gonna die. Anyway, we did make it to the island and had a great time. 


We had perfect weather. Only light rain the second morning at about 9-11 
a.m., which is the time I'd a scheduled it had I been asked to. 


We hooked up with Ian, a Brit who's lived there for six years and who has two 
kids and a Japanese wife to die for, and he took us exploring some tunnels 


that were dug by Japanese troops on relief from fighting and some POWs from 
Korea and maybe the US. There are 35 miles of the things on the island, and 
that's just what they know about! They got these "gejigeji" bugs in there, 
they're a sort of centipede crossed with a crawdad and they vary from 2-5 
inches in length. The tunnel is quite small in some places, a tight fit for 
me, and the added dimension of these gejigejis in there, along with brown 
bats, gave me the willies to say the least. The thing is, you have to 
supress all the claustrophobia/bug fear/ bat fear/ WW2 weird feelings and 
legitimate knowledge of the dangers of a place like that, just to keep "cool" 
in a situation like that. You're a kilometer or two in a small tunnel and 
you just can't freak out because the surface is too far away to get to 
hysterically. We sat in the tunnel at one point for about 15 minutes, just 
to, according to Ian, "feel the energy of the mountain." What the heck, I 
was into it. When I was sitting there I had all sorts of thoughts and visual 
sensations of light and heard some rumbling sounds and got really scared of 
these varmints, but mostly just dreamed. Try sitting in a cave sometime. 

Ian says, "Try it for two or three hours with just one other person 
sometime." So this is a QRP expedition report... 


We had perfect weather. Only light rain the second morning at about 9-11 
a.m., which is the time I'd a scheduled it had I been asked to. Ian, put out 
the word to some of the local hams, who hold a VHF gathering on Hachijo Fuji 
(854.3 m. the tallest point in the Izu Seven Islands chain.) and the next 
morning a man showed up with a HT velcro'ed to his chest. I speak 
rudimentary Japanese when I'm fully awake and warmed-up. It was early and 
this eyeball QSO was fb but only about 299 on the RST. But he got his friend 
over later that day and English was spoken. As I mentioned, JE1GDY came by 
our campsite after the word got out I was there. He took me to meet his 
family (Wife Hideko JL1GQQ, son Yusuke 7N3NYU, daughter Eri 7N3U0Y) and took 
me to his shack. He is interested in VHF and his "shack #2" is on the peak 
of Hachijo Fuji. He has a great set of QSL cards and is an excellent host. 
He took my friend, Jim (son of WB1ET) running, and took both of us ona 
ocean cruise to the uninhabited island near Hachijojima (Hachijo Kojima with 
an area of only 3.1 sq km. It was evacuated 20 years ago due to an 
elephantitis outbreak on the island. Now only goats can be seen on it's 
steep slopes.) 


I set up in the trees and again on the grass in our seaside campsite. I was 
using a small straight key made by my grandpa, WOXO and only the whip antenna 
on 15 meters. Makoto told me he had no coil for 7 MHz operation, so I was 
hoping to build a dipole. But after finding a BNC connector on the island 
(with a piece of coax it cost me $14!) I had no luck getting it to load up. 
So, for 40 meters, I wrapped a 33-foot piece of wire around the end of the 
whip and put it up in the trees, only about 2-3 meters up. I attached the 
base of the coil--the outer part of the BNC to the remainder of the antenna 
wire I had brought, wrapped around a can of peaches. I was surprised to have 
good performance on 40 meters with this set-up. Maybe it was the tasty 
fruit. So I was a good 2-3 watts when the eight AA batteries were fresh.

Gang, 


I've been having a problem lately with my ARK30 picking up what 
seems to be a 12MHz BC station. It sounds like a weak to fairly 
strong carrier in the background no matter what frequency I tune 
with the thumbwheels, but the RIT does make it move. IF bleedthru! 


So, to hear weak (qrp) signals I have to run the RIT off center 
enough to zero beat the BC carrier. Sometimes I have thought I 
heard Spanish language along with the carrier, so it may bea 
Spanish language shortwave broadcast. I don't have a full coverage 
rcevr to identify who the BC is. Maybe some of you could help. It's 
strongest in the evenings around 0100-0400Z. 


Since the RIT seems to move the signal in the 12.00 MHz IF passband, 
I decided it must be slipping past the front-end bandpass tuned circuit 


and the diode mixer. So I fire up my MFJ-259 analyzer, attach my 40m 
dipole to the antenna connector and carefully tune it to 12.000000 Mhz. 
AHAH! There it is!. And again, the normal thumbwheel tuning does not 
affect it, but the RIT does. Quickly, I unhook the MFJ-259 so as to not 
QRM the megawatt BCI station on 12.000000 with my 4mw. ;-) 


So, now I'm thinking the ARK30's input bandpass filter must be out of 
alignment even though I spent a lot of time tweaking it. But I get to 
reading about how it is difficult to peak a tuned circuit if the AGC 

is on, so I'm not so sure the alignment is as good as it could be if 

I temporarily disable the AGC and repeat the alignment. 


BTW, my TAC-1 doesn't seem afflicted this way, but then again it uses 

a two toroid transformer bandpass filter in front of the RF stage and 
no filter after the RF stage, where the ARK30 uses two metal TOKO metal 
can inductor filters, one pair before the RF stage, and another pair 
following the RF stage prior to the DBM. 


Anybody else have this problem, or can suggest a solution before I 
open up the ARK30? Arrrggghhh! If you have one, you know what a chore 
that is! I'm looking for alternatives before I call S&S on this. 


Are toroid transformer bandpass filters that much better than ones 
built using inductors? Both rigs use DBM mixers that I upgraded from 
1n4148s with hot-carrier diodes. The TAC-1 has 1n5711 schottkys, 

and the ARK30 is now using Motorola MBD101s that seem a little better. 
I'm thinking of putting Mini-Labs SBL-1s in both of them. The ARK uses 
relay T/R switching, where the TAC-1 is all solid state T/R switching. 


Anyone have any comments on the SBL-1 mixers, or have a rig that uses 
them? I am very interested in your comments. I see Dan's Small Parts 
has a summer deal on them: 2 for $9.00, reg $6.50 ea. 


Also had several nice QSOs last Sunday night from 0231 to 0404. The 
30m band was is pretty good shape, but did lose a QSO or two to QSB.

Dear Fellow QRP Compadres, 


What a pleasure it really is, to camp, on a mountain peak, with a lake 
within 1.2 miles (315 degrees magnetic bearing from the camp site). Here 
is just a sample of what we (N5ZGT & His Dad (Pat), K8BI, WB5LYI & 
WASWHN) had done. Since both K8BI & N5ZGT both have Garmin 45 GPS 
receivers. We had tried an experiment to see how well the 1.565 GHz 
spread spectrum signals, from the GPS satellite constellation, would 
work, in a forest. The initial Lat. & Long. was taken, at the camp site, 
and a bearing established (We had been to the Lake before, via another 
trail) to the San Gregorio Lake. While in the forest, the bearing 
indicator did work, but the vector (pointer) did not work very well, on 
the Garmins & a multitude of times, the canopy of the forest, had 
attenuated the signals. Something to be said, about using the old trusty 
compass. Take Your' bearings with the GPS receiver, then guide ona 
standard compass. We had all stayed in contact with each other, on VHF 
(146.42 MHz). In the event one was lost, they could body null the HT, 
then take a compass bearing (point) to us, as we keyed the Tx.. 


We had stopped at the Lake to watch outfitters bring in the kitchen sink, 
and provisions, for Bow Hunters (Elk Season), on horses & lamas. 


Lat. 36 degrees 01! 36.1" N 
Long. 106 degrees 50' 10.0" W ------ > Our Camp Site, San Pedro 


Wilderness 


We had put up 2 HF antennas, one was a 20 meter sloper & the other a 
10-160 meter Windom antenna from Radio Works @ 40 feet. Sometimes the 20 
meter sloper had worked a bit better, to the NE (since it was pointed 
that way) than the Windom. We did work numerous stations on 20, 30, 40 & 
80 meters. Even tried 160 meters, but the QRN was too high. Brian 
(n5zgt@swcep.com) had found a stranded copper wire, that is easy to wind 
back up, and makes for some rugged antennas. 2 contacts, near Houston, 
one was on 30 meters & one on 40 meters cw, in the middle of the day (3 
watts), great signals. We had very little problem working the east coast 
from atop this 9,200 feet mountain peak, on 20 meters cw. We were using 
an Icom 706 in the mobile, plus a MFJ 9020, and Index Labs QRP + xcvrs. 
Deep cycle batteries would have powered these ( @ QRP power level) for 
weeks. We could get into every repeater, from the Colorado border, to 
Albuquerque, on a HT. 


This was Labor Day weekend. So all of the improved camp sites were taken. 
Therefore, vehicle ground clearance (at least 17") & 4 Wheel Drive is 
needed, to get away from Your' fellow Man. Another natural marriage, 
especially high in the Rocky Mountains, 4WD vehicles. We did occasionally 
see an Elk walk into the camp, and some Puma tracks & we did answer that 
age old question, "Yes Bears do go in the forest." ;-) . We did see some 
shooting stars, and the Milky Way is very bright. Oh, and yes, we did see 
Comet Hale-Bopp & great view of the planet Jupiter, while sitting next to 
a camp fire. 


The home made pancakes, & the home made posole, and hot chocolate (was 
down to 38 deg. F, at night) was excellent. WB5LYJ & K8BI are excellent 
cooks. 


This is our heritage, under the dark skies of the Rocky Mountains. 


N5ZGT-Brian had worked the Special Events Station in Paradise, Arizona, 
while we were at this camp site. When the Op had asked where Brian was, 
he had told him "Paradise". The Op had asked what part of the camp 
ground, Brian said "The New Mexico side" ;-) We were separated by over 
300 miles. Yes, we were in Paradise. 


We did not try to work as many stations as possible, but we did have some 
great long winded QSO's. 30 meters was about the best band, propogation 
wise, around the USA, during the middle of the day. 


We are planning a sojourne, deep into the San Pedro Mountains, to a peak 
that is 10,500+ feet high. We can not drive to it, and all gear must be 
back packed in. We will probably make this a 4+ day event. No more than 
5 of us are going. That is when we will pack in the GM-20/30 xcvrs and 
maybe one Sierra xcvr, plus several small battery packs, and antennas 


(slopers). Beef Jerky & dried fruit will be less weight, but we do love 
our comforts ;-) 


So, if You hear us, call, and yes, we did take pictures.

On August 29th "srichard@northnet.org" (no call given) noted as part 
of this thread that Minute item 47, page 66, September, 1996, QST 
related to this discussion. The motion is reproduced at the 
conclusion of this comment if you do not have your copy of QST 
handy. 


On Saturday August 31st I encountered Mr. Heyn, WA6WZO, ARRL 
Southwestern Director at the TRW Swap Meet in Redondo Beach, and I 
questioned him regarding his motion at the July ARRL Board of 
Directors meeting. He indicated the following points. 


The motion relates to both high frequency and VHF/UHF band plans. 
He noted that the charter of the Membership Services Committee as 
published in the ARRL Articles of Association formerly included 
responsibility for band plans. However, this provision was removed 
and the Membership Services Committee has been reluctant to address 
this issue. Mr. Heyn first attempted to reinstate the original 
wording but this effort failed. Hence the motion to require the 
Membership Services Committee, "to study the issue of compliance 
with band plans, including potential revisions to Part 97, and to 
report back to the Board on or before the 1997 Annual Meeting". 


It is Mr. Heyn's hope that a possible revision to Part 97 would 
include wording that band plans are to be respected. It is his hope 
that this would permit the FCC to take some action in extreme cases. 
He noted that at present the FCC cannot take any corrective action 
under Part 97. He acknowledged that it is difficult to move the FCC 
to action, and I commented to him that there are conflicts in 
published band plans. For example, the use of 7.040 MHz as a QRP 
calling frequency and also as an international digital calling 
frequency. I also noted that the problem on 14.060 MHz is often an 


international source of interference. Mr. Heyn felt that the 
Internation Amateur Radio Union, IARU, could be helpful in resolving 
such problem areas. 


Mr. Heyn did not know who the current members of the Membership 
Services committee were, but did think that it was currently chaired 
by the Rocky Mountain Division ARRL Director, Marshall Quiat, AGOX, 
1580 Lincoln St., Suite 440, Denver, CO 80203. Telephone: (303) 830- 
6666. E-mail: AGOX@ARRL.ORG. Communications with the Membership 
Services Committee at this time is encouraged in order that they will 
adequately address the issue.

>Hello Brad, 


I have been shooting a bow for 40 years and I am very familiar with the 
FLU FLU. It does have a limited range, but for this application is unsuitable 
for antenna launching. 


I use a fishing arrow, made of solid fiber glass. It weighs over 800 grains 
but I can't tell you just how much because my scale doesn't go that high. 
This arrow has some what limited range too but will go a long way. At least 
a hundered yards if shot at a 45 deg. angle with no string attatched. It has 
enough weight to pull the string to the ground, and not get hung up in the 
branches. 


This is a timely note because the method that I have been using and have had 
a lot of success with is can't be used anymore. I use a "Game Tracker", 
string tied to the arrow. You bow hunters out there will know exactly what I 
mean. The string is payed out from a center of a tightly wound bob. This bob 
of string is held in a small cylinder mounted on the face of the bow just 
below the handle. 


When the shot is made, the 40 lbs. woven string is pulled out of the cylinder 
at the velocity of the arrow, very fast from a 70 lbs. compound bow. 

As the arrow clears the apex I grab the string to slow it down and the arrow 
falls back to earth. The shooting line is cut off the arrow and retied to a 
stronger cord and pulled back over the tree top. Now I have a 150 lbs. cord 
to do my bidding and can really yank it arround. 


The shooting string is no longer being carried by Cabelas, and I can't find 
it anyhere locally either. No great loss. This system can be a "Royal Pain 
in the Neck", especially in any wind at all. I'm also always worried about 
the shooting string breaking off, which has happend on occasion. 


A guy in our local club has success with a spining reel and ice fishing line. 
Yes, I have tried monofilament,and it kinks and stretches, and breaks. 

I will be buying a surf fishing spining reel, for it's large string capacity, 
and some florescent lime flyfishing line backing. The spining reel can be 

bow mounted also with and adapter for bow fishing. The line is highly visible 


and is pretty strong too.(30 lb. test), and comes on a 200 yd. spool. It 
hangs straight, and has no memory like mono. The backing is braided and 
should be ok in the thick branches due to the weight of the fishing arrow. 


I'll let you all know how I make out. It seems to me that eliminating the 
game tracker sting is an improvement to the system. 


Yes, I do wear leather gloves when I grab the line to slow it down. Also a 
special note of caution here on removing watches, and anything that dangles, 
that the string can get hung up on. If this happens the arrow can come 
screaming back at you from 6 feet out and has no conscience. Be aware of 
buttons on sleves,pockets,etc. 


So just yell, "Fire in the Hole", when you let it fly and "Pass a good time". 
Just a little black powder cannon and Cajun lingo there.

You can get the same string from your local electrical contractor supply 
house. The bobbin unit is called a 'mouse' and is blown thru a conduit with 
compressed air, the used to pull a heavier line which is in turn used to 
pull in the rope which is finally used to pull in the wire or cable. The 
difference between Cabela's version and the one you get from the electrical 
supply is that the electrical one will have a sponge washer on it to fit the 


conduit. This is easily removed. Works the same as the Cabelas one. If 
you know a freindly electrical contractor, you might be able to bum a few 
remnants off him for nothing (try offering a beverage) as they are never 

used completely up.

I use a Fenwick LunkerStick rod, Mitchell 300 reel, 17 1b test mono anda 
1/2 to 3/4 oz weight. Works every time. Just pick out your "end" trees and 
cast toward the center. Attach the nylon antenna line to the monofilament 
(sans sinker) and reel it in. A dipole will go up in less than 5 minutes 
this way.

Jim, W7LS: 


I have used two types, one is the standard 80 meter dipole at 
anywhere from 20 to 30 feet high. This works very well and I 
often run only 4 watts on SSB and CW to get into the MEPN 

(Maryland Emergency Phone Net- I am alt net control on Tuesday 
evenings, 6 PM eastern) and the MDD (CW Maryland, DC, Delaware net) 


The second antenna was a random wire about 100 feet long string from 
the rig to a pole 20 feet tall. The wire was bent since I did not 
have 100 ft of straight run. It was looped through a metal fence at 
about eight feet off the ground. I was using 100 watts that time for 
communications into the MEPN during SET'94. By the way, this was 
considerably weaker than the dipole. 


My 80m dipole for SET'96 is ready to test with PVC supports for 20' 
center and about 10' ends. I wanted to test it last year but being 
the EC I had to play at the EOC & didn't get a chance. I hope to 
test it this year.

Chuck, 


The antenna you describe is similar to ones I've come up with - the PVC 
Gushers. Patterned after the BIC Flamethrower from Fred Turpin, they use PVC 
pipe parts. The original, the PVC Gusher Classic should be described in an 
upcoming SPRAT. Its predecessor, the PVC Gusher-II will be featured in an 
article in the upcoming 72 from NEQRP. Alas printed literature trails the 
electronic version. 


A word or two about feedlines - a) I don't like putting a connector on the 
center insulator and hanging feedlines from it. Tends to pull the feedline 
apart at the connector. b) The Gushers use lightweight feedline like RG-122 
or RG-174. They put less strain on the antenna and are much more amenable to 
portable operation. 


I wrote to the group here several weeks ago announcing availability of the 


Gusher-II in an e-mail entitled "One-pound dipole". They include everything 
you need with a preassembled center insulator (potted insulator, 30 feet of 
RG-122 and BNC connector), 100 feet of wire, a bunch of insulators and other 
hardware to make a single-or multi-band antenna. Oh yeah, a 13 page 
illustrated manual, too. Just cut the wires to length and you are on the air 
15 minutes from opening the package. $20.00 PPD for the antenna (USA)

Cheap Psions: 


Here's how you do it: physically go to a Staples Office Supply store. 
DON'T talk to just any sales person - they don't have a clue! You must 
talk to the operations manager and ask him/her to check the computer 
listing for stock number 485110. This should bring up a list of stores 
that have them. Then ask for an interstore transfer. Prepay. 


There are at least a dozen Psions on the Left Coast and I have five of 
them on 

the way to my local store using this method. There are several more in 
the rest of the country. 


Problem with this: these Psions will probably not have the rebate coupon 
so you will have to find a coupon somewhere else (or see the next 
paragraph). These are still valid purchases for the rebate however. 


To get the rebate call Psion and ask. You will have to send the warranty 
card and the original receipt (you can get the receipt back) to Psion 
Inc. You'll get the $75 rebate, a case for your Psion, and $300 of 
"Psion Bucks" whatever they are.

Over the past years I have been atesting to the use 
of Kester Solder Alloy Sn63 Core 66 Flux 331 and 


have been using 0.031" diameter stuff. This because 
the flux is water soluable and I use an old toothbrush

> with warm water to clean the BOTTOM of the boards. 


Uh-oh - the nasty water-soluable flux. This stuff is much 
nastier to breath the fumes of than good old rosin core. 


> The boards come out looking all shiney and pretty and 
> just plain gooooood if I do say so myself. 


You can get the same effect with rosin core with an ultrasonic 
cleaner and alcohol/freon - but not all components can tolerate 
immersion in invasive cleaners. In particular, switches and 
potentiometers can be destroyed easily. 


> But now I have found a side effect that you must know about. 
If you ask Kester, they'll warn you about this ;-). 


1. Do not leave a project unattended for more than a week or 
so. If you do, the flux reacts with the solder and makes it 
somewhat non-shiney. So if you are about to go ona trip or 
whatever, go ahead and clean the board. You might wanna do 
this just before you quit for the day. 


It seems that the flux starts to react with the Sn or Pb in 
the solder fairly quickly.

Back when I was a kid and worked in a shop assembling PC boards, 
we only used the water-soluable flux when doing "add-ons", which 
is adding components to PCBs that couldn't be wave-soldered or 
washed in the ultrasonic cleaner+freon. It was stressed to us 
the importance of removing the flux residue ASAP after soldering, 
since the flux is apparently an acid based flux and attacks the 
PCB quite readily. 


I wouldn't build a whole project with this flux, by the way. It 
is just too nasty.
